The letters pour in day 

by day from the West Coast, from the East Coast, 

from the North, the South, the Middle West of 

this land of America, as well as from the far 

corners of the earth. Silent Unity loves the people 

who write; we love them for their faith, for their 

devotion to prayer, and for the brave way in which 
they face their problems and carry on. 

Everywhere people are having to make big ad- 
justments in their lives; they are having to make 
changes; they are having to stand firm when jobs 
and homes and even their lives seem threatened. 
That individuals the world over are meeting these 
experiences calmly, courageously, triumphantly, is 
proved to us by the letters received in Silent Unity 
daily, letters that are truly representative of all 
the kinds of persons that go to make up this 
world. These letters have revealed that those who 
know Truth are equal to any emergency, are brave 
and fine, are keeping faith in God, in their fellow 
man, and in the ultimate establishment of world 
order. 

Through the years Silent Unity has prayed with

for homes, for money to pay debts, for the hun- 
dred and one human needs that arise. We have 
instructed them to learn and use the laws of pros- 
perity. We have taught them to think in terms of 
abundance and to speak in terms of abundance. 
We have taught them to believe in the law of 
divine supply and demand. We have taught them 
that there is no loss in Spirit, no injustice. We 
have assured them that one door never closes 
without another door opening. We have urged 
them not to lament changes but to look upon 
them as opportunities for growth and develop- 
ment. 

Now when faithful Truth students write us of 
their present experiences and the way in which 
they are meeting them, we know that the words of 
Truth that have gone out have fallen on fertile 
ground and have taken deep root in heart and 
mind and soul. 

Letters come to us telling us that sources of 
supply have been cut off, that transfers to distant 
cities must be made, that jobs must be relinquished 
in order that the jobholders may serve the coun- 
try’s cause, that businesses must be closed because 
of shortages of material or labor. Yet through all 
these letters there runs a note of hope, of faith, 
of determination. These people believe in God and 
in His unchanging law of good, and they ask us 
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to pray with them for the understanding that will 
enable them to work out their problems. 

Priorities, restrictions, and other regulations 
have caused many businesses to close. A woman 
wrote that the firm where she had been employed 
for the past five years had been dissolved but that 
she knew she would be led into her highest 
good. This valiant soul was voicing the faith of 
many Truth students who have had to meet the 
same experience. Today there are many wives who 
are giving new courage and strength to their hus- 
bands by standing firm in Truth. One woman 
wrote: “While my husband has been laid off from 
his work in the factory, I feel it means that 
there is something else for him to do. He is much 
more calm, and that is so important.” 

We rejoiced when we read a letter from a 
woman who wrote that her husband had found 
work. She had asked prayers for him several 
weeks previously, because after having worked for 
one company for eighteen years he was told that 
his services were no longer needed. He was nearly 
fifty years of age. 

This woman had built up such a strong faith 
that she was not worried. Her family wondered if 
she realized how serious the situation was. They 
knew she studied Truth, so she simply said to 
them: “Once there was a man who said, “Whatso- 
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ever ye shall ask’; and I am asking and believing.” 
When her letter and prayer came from Silent 
Unity, she gave the prayer to her husband and 
son without comment. Three days later her hus- 
band was offered a steady job. The pay is less, but 
she says that somehow they both feel this is the 
right place for him. He is happy in his new work, 
and he told her that he thanked God for the loss 
of the other work and for the new job. 

We know that Truth is unchanging and its prin- 
ciples unfailing, regardless of the problem. To 
those who have faith that all things work together 
for good, supply to meet their needs always comes. 
Those who know the Truth that they are an im- 
portant part of God's creation, and that as such 
they have a perfect place of service, always find 
work. 

Those who sincerely desire to establish order in 
their finances and to be free from debt find that 
their life is set in order when they pray for guid- 
ance and good judgment and work with the ideas 
that come to them. 

Those who stand fast in their faith that there 
is no loss or failure in Spirit find new opportu- 
nities opening before them. Truth is the way now, 
as it has always been the way; and the letters of 
rejoicing we receive prove this to be so.
